leaders of the two races. He said 
that the NAACP, by usurping lo- 
eal Negro leadership, had made 
further progress impossible. He 
pointed to the failure of prohi- 
bition as a parallel of the present 
attempt to change customs and 
traditions by compulsion. He also 
questioned the. oft-repeated claim 
that our racial problems are a 
liability in our country’s inter- 
national relationships. He invited 
the committee to come to Missis- 
sippi and talk to the leaders of
